Technical 
Column 


“FIREFORMING”’ 


| am writing with regard to your 
recent statement in Precision Shooting 
in reference to material for fire forming 
cases. 

| have a very unique method of fire 
forming cases. | want to add that it is 
not an original method. | believe | 
learned of this method in the American 
Rifleman many years ago. 

The case to be formed is primed and 
charged with from one to four grains of 
a slow burning shotgun powder. | 
prefer Alcan seven or eight for firefor- 
ming. After the charge is added | hold 
the case vertically against a bar of Ivory 
soap and turn the case mouth into the 
soap. This bores a neat hole in the soap 
and the plug stays in the case mouth. 

After fireforming the residual soap in 
the bore is easily wiped out with a 
cloth. The only caution that | would ad- 
vise is to be very careful in the amount 
of shotgun powder loaded in the case. 
Pressures, as you know, go out of sight 
with any large amount of the fast burn- 
ing powder. 

| am very interested in your 
discussions of off center firing pin in- 
dentations with respect to accuracy. 

From a purely subjective viewpoint | 
would have to agree with the Army 
colonel who claimed that the off center 
indentations were from the most ac- 
curate rounds. | say subjective because 
| would not attempt to make an ob- 
jective comparison with any statement 
unless | could fire, or have the op- 
portunity to see fired, several thousand 
rounds in a wind tunnel under con- 
trolled conditions. | think that many 
shooters get wrong impressions 
because we are too human and tend to 
form opinions from limited experi- 
mentation. 

In my limited experience | found that 
shells which showed a very wide off

center indentation were very _ inac- 
curate. The ones that indicated a dead 
center hit were often not accurate. The 
ones which were slightly off center 
were very accurate. 

| believe that the primers which show 
a very great or very erratic indentation 
in relation to center are not aligning the 


‘bullet properly in relation to the bore. 


The reason for this is that when fire- 
forming the shell will expand to fit the 
chamber and then contract a bit. The 
problem is in the elasticity of the brass. 
If it weren’t for the elasticity we know 
that the material would not be suitable 
for shell casings. However, if the case 
is thicker on one side of the case than 
the other, this thin side tends to bulge 
out more than the thick side. This tends 
to create a situation where the head of 
the case will not be centered in align- 
ment with the bore. 

If one were to cut a case in cross 
section you would find a measurable 
difference in wall thickness of the case. 
This difference is much more pronoun- 
ced in the cases which show a primer 
identation that is way off center. 

| have enjoyed your technical column 
very much and look forward to seeing 
you at a shoot.

Thank you for your comments on 
fireforming. We will try to run this in 
P.S. 

My original comments on off center 
firing pin blows are still valid. When 
better accuracy is obtained with off 
center blows, with other variables 
isolated, there is something wrong with 
the primer. A good guess would be that 
the mix web over the anvil is too thin. 
There is a lot we don’t know about 
primers as related to accuracy.

SMALL RIFLE PRIMERS 
IN 244 REMINGTON 


| am writing in connection with the 
large v.s. small rifle primer discussion 
which keeps popping up in Technical 
Column. 

About a year ago | made some crude 
attempts to adapt a .244 Remington 
case to accept the small rifle primer. 

| took a batch of Remington 9 1/2 
large rifle primers which had been 
fired, picked out the anvil and cleaned 
out the residue. | then epoxied these 
cups into the .244 cases with the open 
end up. Of course the flash holes had 
to be re-drilled. 

Then with an old Lyman _ primer 
pocket reamer | trued up the walls and 
chamfered my new small primer pocket. 
Now to tell of the problems.

Mostly the new pockets were not 
deep enough and the small primer 
would not always seat flush with the 
case head. When | forced or crushed 
the primers too much | got hangfires. 

The rifle | experimented with was 
capable of 3/4 to 7/8 inch groups with 
conventional loads with large primers. 

In these experimental cases with 
small primers | substituted the powder 
charge which | use in my 6 X 47. 

In testing my groups, when good 
ignition appeared, ran about the same 
3/4 to 7/8 inch size. 

| felt that my problems could have 
been solved with some precise tool 
work and additional experimentation. | 
am not sure my approach had any par- 
ticular merit. | simply am adding it to 
the discussion.

Editors Note: We cannot recommend 
this method of using a loose primer in- 
sert. The epoxy used to hold the large 
primer in the pocket could loosen 
allowing gas pressure to push the en- 
tire unit to the rear with the possibility 
of excessive pressures being exerted 
on the bolt and brass. A solid pocket of 
proper size is much more efficient.

Recently, while working with a rifle 
bedding job, | gained a bit of ex- 
perience which is worth sharing. 
Although it is not new by any means it 
is of value and is presented to save a 
headache later. 

Despite extreme care in sealing the 
screw holes in a stock prior to bedding 
with Bisonite | managed to have some 
bedding compound leak down along 
the sides of the screw. Though properly 
coated with release agent the screw 
became fast in the bedding and could 
not be turned out. Finally when the 
screw head was beyond repair | 
decided to drill off the head of the 
screw and press the action out through 
the top of the stock. 

Suddenly, while drilling, it dawned on 
me that heat was one of the ways to 
release an epoxy bond. Perhaps the 
heat of drilling had been enough to do 
it. Still having small evidence of the 
screw slot on each side of the drill hole 
a driver was put in the slot. The screw 
turned out easily. 

Surely this bit of a tip could have 
saved many guard screws in the past 
had it been known. There is no need to 
sweat and strain over stuck screws. 
Drilling is also not needed. Had | been 
using my head instead of my muscles | 
would have immediately related heat to 
the chore and placed an old 
screwdriver or steel rod against the 
screw head, long before | butchered it, 
and heated it with a torch. The resulting 
heat transfer down the rod would have 
released the bond and the screw would 
have been saved. 

When next you encounter this 
problem try the previously mentioned 
tip. It works like a dream on any epoxy 
based material. 

* ok OK 

Recently the ‘‘glue-in’’ method of 
bedding has been quite common 
among the shooters who strive for the 
ultimate accuracy. Relatively easy to 
do, trouble free and dependable, it 
serves well whether it is the barrel- 
bedding type or the glued-in action. 

This past winter, with its cold spells; 
brought evidence of a problem, 
however. Since the epoxy type 
materials can be released by extremes 
of temperature, either above 350 
degrees or below O winter could 
provide problems. It did. 

At one winter shoot | was using my 
receiver glued Heavy Varmint rifle. The 
first relay went well. On the way out to 
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the second relay | happened to feel a 
funny click in my rifle. Since it was sup- 
posed to be together | began to check. 
It had very neatly separated from the 
epoxy. 

Shortly thereafter | received a report 
that a rifle had come apart in a packing 
box while being shipped from a gun- 
smith to a customer. The newly glued- 
in job, while passing through cold 
weather, chose to separate. 

Other reports of the same thing have 
reached this desk over the past few 
months. As a further test | took a re- 
cently stocked rifle which was receiver 
glued outside for 2 hours at about -5 
degrees to see what would happen. 
Predictably it came apart with a clean 
surface where the steel had been in 
contact with the epoxy. 

All this is not to condemn the glue-in 
technique but rather to call your at- 
tention to the fact that cold and this 
process are not good friends. Freezing 
does not present harm as | can detect it 
but getting below zero will almost 
always spell doom for the bedding job. 

To prevent this from happening about

THE 6mm HLS 


About seven years ago | was into 
ultra high power wildcats, with the em- 
phasis on maximum velocity. The faster 
the better was the order of the day; with 
maximum accuracy being of lower 
significance. Calibers such as the 25-06 
imp. or the 6mm-06 imp., 22-243, 224 
Clark or 6-284 were the main events of 
my shooting interest. An Oehler 
chronograph accompanied me on most 
trips to the range, or the field that was 
used as a range. 

One day a strange thing happened as 
| was returning from my friend Don 
Shank’s Gun Shop with the third 6mm- 
06 imp. barrel freshly installed. (The 
first and second barrels lasted about 
800-1,000 rds. each before they were 
worn out.) It finally dawned on me that | 
wasn’t proving a darn thing except that 
| was very good at burning out barrels. 

When the next issue of Rifle 
magazine came out, it had an article 
about the 6mm-250 that was very in- 
teresting. The timing was perfect as 
some of us at the local Englishtown, 
N.J. range were thinking about the 
possibility of organizing a shooting 
club. Just about then, we noted a sign, 
placed by Bob White of IBS, promoting 
official Benchrest shooting. Bob was 
contacted and after several meetings a 


club was organized. The club progress 


is now a matter of record. 

Hunter class was the most interesting 
to most of us as it didn’t require moving 
backers for registered matches. The 
equipment was more in keeping with 
what many of us had already. Believe it 
or not, my first few hunter matches 
were shot with a custom 45-70 on a bolt 
action with a Douglas barrel. It shot 
quite well, particularly for a hunting 
type gun with bullets of questionable 
quality. Well, as you can imagine, being 
accustomed to ultra high power 
velocity, the 45-70 was no slouch. The

action was a modern type Siamese 
Mauser, therefore, it was decided that it 
would handle 45,000 psi with ease. This 
was a correct decison except that the 
person behind the ‘“‘shooting iron’ had 
a tendency to develop a bad case of 
loose upper teeth from the recoil half- 
way through a match. Finally, after 
many visits to my local chiropractor to 
rest the bones in my shoulder and 
neck, | hung up the trusty 45-70 and 
pondered my problem — | must shoot 
but the kickers are out. Then came a 
flash ... the 6-250 | had read about. 
The writer of that article had a similar 
reason to select a low recoil gun and 
he was very pleased with the per- 
formance of the 6mm. Several hours 
later, with about three thousand books 
and magazines strewn about the house 
and my wife in a state of shock because 
of the mess, | found the article. 

The first thing | did was to call Don 
Shank to see if he had a 6-250 reamer. 
He didn’t. He had a new Douglas air 
gaged barrel with a 1-12 twist in No. 5 
wt., however, so we sat down and 
looked over the possibilities of using 
one of his existing reamers. The 
problem was that IBS rules state that 
the case must hold 45.5 grains of water, 
fireformed, to qualify in the class. It was 
decided to try to use the 6mm. Rem. 
reamer run in only to the overall depth 
of the 250 Savage case. This gave us a 
case with almost the same appearance 
as the 6mm. International, but with a 
slightly larger powder capacity. As a 
matter of fact, with WW brass, the water 
wt. was 45.8-46 gr. Just made it. Now 


comes the important thing — will it 
shoot? As Johnny Carson says, ‘‘Well, | 
want to tell ya’’ — this little round will 


shoot with the best of them. 

Very early in its career, we called it a 
6mm. Competitor for lack of a better 
description. It went on to establish a 
group record for shooting perfect 50’s 
with 3 and 4 ‘‘X’s”’ fairly consistently. 


L to r, the 6mm-223 Remington, 6X47, 243

The fire- 
formed Winchester brass holds just over the 
45.5 gr. water capacity, to the neck, required 
by IBS Hunter Class rules. 


About a year later, the 308’s started to 
do their thing and the equipment on the 
line was looking more and more like 
benchrest rifles. It seemed that the little 
6mm Competitor had better days. 

The decision was made, after trying 
the 308 and re-rattling shoulder and 
neck bones as well as loose dentures, 
that | had to come up with something 
better or stick to the varmint matches 
with the 222’s. By this time, | had been 
introduced to Bob and Wally Hart and | 
discussed my dilemma with them. We 
decided to go to another 6mm Com- 
petitor. At this point, while scanning 
P.O. Ackley’s books on wildcats, there 
loomed a cartridge with the exact 
description of my little 6mm. which was 
produced in exactly the same way — by 
using the 6mm-244 Rem. reamer but 
only to sufficient depth to use the 
overall length of 250 Savage brass. 
Ackley’s book referred to this little gem 
as a 6mm. HLS. It seems that three 
fellows from the Consolidated Arms- 
lube Co., out west, had done extensive 
work with this caliber and had lent their 
respective initials to it, therefore, the 
HLS. 

It was decided to use the same name 
as Ackley had published, as these gen- 
tlemen had obviously made the 
discovery long before Don Shank or 
myself. 

Since Ackley’s book published 
several loads, it was decided to try 
them in our old 6mm. rifle. They proved 
to be too hot for my rifle and, therefore, 
| caution anyone contemplating this 
caliber to be careful while working up 
loads. 

Wally Hart suggested that perhaps a 
Remington Action and a new barrel 
would probably give even better results 
than the original (the original, in- 
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cidentally, was a 98 Mauser action). 
Since it had several thousand 
rounds through it already, | was quite 
convinced that the barrel had seen bet- 
ter days. | provided Wally with a 
Remington 600 Action and Clyde Hart 
provided him with a 6mm.X14” twist 
stainless steel match barrel. Within a 
short time this new barreled action was 
bedded into an altered Remington (rifle 
stock photographed) which was 
finished and checkered by the author. 

Early results were very gratifying and 
the rifle went on to win many hunter 
matches, shooting consistent master 
category scores (between 240 and 248 
quite regularly). 

During load development, many hun- 
dreds of rounds were chronographed 
while shooting groups. The _ in- 
troduction of the new Oehler 
Skyscreens on the Model 11 made it 
very very practical to conduct 
simultaneous testing of groups and 
velocity. As with many other ex- 
perimenters, we wanted to know if 
there was any significant improvement 
in accuracy at specific velocities and 
also if accuracy improved or 
deteriorated as a result of uneven 
velocities within the specific group. 

The most consistent accuracy 
seemed to be with the 70 Gr. Detsch 
match bullets over 37.8 Gr. of H-380 
ignited by Federal 215 primers. This 
gave us an average velocity of just un- 
der 3300 feet per second with no signs 
of excessive pressure. During the 
warmer months, the load had been cut

down more than a full grain to 36.5 of 
H-380 with the results being very 
similar to the winter load of 37.8. | tried 
various other powders. Perhaps dif- 
ferent barrels and more extensive 
testing might develop a load as good or 
possibly better than, what | normally 
use, but with the testing that has been 
done to date, nothing has proven to be 
consistenly better than the 37.8 gr. of 
H-380. 

As of the time that this article is 
being written, the Remington 600 is 
ready for its third new barrel. | don’t 
believe that they are actually being 
worn but | do believe that throat 
erosion is a very important con- 
sideration with this caliber and perhaps 
merely re-chambering will restore the 
edge that seems to get lost after 2,000 
rounds. | do think that the 6 HLS is a

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rather high intensity cartridge and as 
such is subjected to all the detrimental 
factors affecting lorg life with superfine 
accuracy. This does not mean to imply 
that it is any worse than the two most 
popular factory 6mm’s., specifically the 
243 Winchester or the 6mm. Remington. 
It certainly is not as powerful as either 
of these fine calibers or as high in in- 
tensity, therefore barrel life will be sub- 
stantially greater; but not as good as 
the 6X47, for example. We have used 
the little HLS very successfully for 
eastern woodchucking and have found 
it to be very effective even at distances 
greater than 300 yards. 70 gr. Sierra or 
70 gr. Detsch bullets are almost ex- 
clusively used for woodchucking. The 
recoil is very negligible; being not 
much greater than that of the 6X47. The 
accuracy is superb as it will group sub- 
stantially under a half inch, group after 
group, with many groups in the .200- 
.300 category. Availability of com- 
ponents is no problem. My most im- 
portant consideration, of course, is that 
| have saved enough on chiropractor 
bills and denture replacement costs to 
allow me the luxury of as much ex- 
perimenting as | like at a minimal cost.

CORBIN BULLET 
MAKING DIES 


Custom bullet making dies for the 
benchrest competitor are an _ out- 
standing tool and will make an ex- 
cellent bullet. They also carry a good 
price. For the handloader who doesn’t 
want, or need, benchrest perfection in 
his dies and bullets, it’s hard to justify 
spending several hundred dollars. A set 
of Corbin bullet making dies might be 
the answer for as little as forty dollars. 

The set of Corbin dies we received 
for a try was a two die set; one die for 
seating a moulded core or core cut 
from lead wire into the jacket, the 
second die for forming the point. Ef- 
fective December 1, 1975, Corbin also 
made available a core forming die. We 
ordered the core forming die to give ita 
try also. 

One additional item will be necessary 
to make jacketed bullets in addition to 
jackets and cores: a one inch micro- 
meter with graduations of ten 
thousandths (.001’’). 

The three dies all have a common die 
body into which inserts slide or thread 
to accomplish each operation. The 
Core forming die is made up of a top 
punch which goes into the die body 
first, followed by the threaded core 
forming die. The die has a lower punch 
which is ground to fit into the core for- 
ming die. This punch base is designed 
to fit into the ram of the loading press 
as are all lower punches of Corbin dies. 
The core seating die has the same con-

struction with a proper inside diameter. 
The point forming die is made up with a 
ejection punch with a diameter of .080’ 
plus a punch return spring followed by 
the point forming die which threads 
into the die body. The lower punch is 
ground for proper fit into the point 
forming die. Each die body is fitted with 
a die locking nut to hold the desired 
setting after proper die adjustment is 
accomplished. All die bodies are 
threaded 7/8 X 14X. The two die set, 
core seating and bullet point forming 
dies, is supplied with an interchange- 
able ejection rod that fits into the top of 
the die body. The core forming die 
came with its own ejection rod. 
Corbin does not offer an ejection 
frame for his dies so the first thing we 
did was make one. An ejection frame 
makes possible a much higher rate of 
bullet manufacture. Secondly, to make 
as perfect a core as possible during 
core forming, the period of time the

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core is in the die has a direct bearing 
on maintaining core length from core to 
core at minimum tolerances. 

We made up bullets of different 
weights using jackets made from rim- 
fire cases and commercial jackets; with 
moulded cores and those cut from lead 
wire. A batch was made without 
preforming the cores in the core form- 
ing die with the standard two die set. 
The rest were made with cores formed 
in the core forming die before seating. 
The instructions which Corbin has 
made available, along with photos, are 
completely adequate for a newcomer to 
bullet swaging to obtain the bullets 
these dies are designed to make. 

Briefly, the procedure goes like this. 
The core forming die is adjusted 
following the instructions. Moulded 
cores or lead wire cores are inserted 
into the die. The lower punch pushes 
the core into the die and a few grains of 
lead are extruded through three small 
holes in the die. This die forms cores 
which are all very close to the same 
length and density. These formed cores 
are placed into the jackets. The core 
seating die is adjusted, following the 
instructions, to seat the cores under 
high pressure into the jacket which ex- 
pands the jacket to within .0001” of the 
finished bullet diameter. Here is where 
the ten thousandths micrometer comes 
into play. The seated core and jacket 
are finally forced into the point forming 
die to produce the finished bullet. 

As the photo shows, several styles 
and weight bullets can be made with 
these dies. It is possible to make the 
bullets without pre-forming the cores. 
The more uniform the moulded core or 
cut core is, the better the bullet will be. 

We found that the holes which allow 
the lead to extrude were much larger 
than custom dies; about .075’’. There- 
fore, to get a really uniform form- 
ed core, it was necessary to extrude 
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Left to right, .22 LR rimfire case and three 
bullet types made with rimfire formed 
jackets. Three bullets at left made with com- 
mercial jackets. 


at least three grains. Cores were even 
better when we extruded four grains. 
This requires additional pressure, to be 
sure, but the die seemed to take it 
without any problem. The lower punch 
in the core forming die was just a bit 
undersize which resulted in some 
bleed-by. The more extrusion, the 
greater the bleed-by. The ejection pin 
in the point forming die is somewhat 
larger than those found in custom dies, 
so there is a limit as to how small a 
point can be made in hollow point 
bullets. This is no major limitation for 
hunting bullets. Many of the better 
commercial bullets on the market have 
rather large points. 

One additional thing should be poin- 
ted out. When making hollow points 
with rimfire cases, cores must be long 
enough to come well up toward to point 
of the bullet. If the cores are too short, 
folded noses will result. This is not a 
problem with commercial jackets such 
as those made by Sierra and J-4 Inc. 

Those bullets made with rimfire 
jackets should not be loaded above the 
top velocities of the .222 Mag. For one 
thing, the rimfire jackets are thin, which 
should also make them open up on 
small game. Secondly, there is no way 
of knowing just how hard or soft the 
finished jackets are. If commercial 
jackets are used, this limitation on 
velocity can be of no concern. 

These dies will make acceptable 
bullets for hunting and informal target 
shooting. For the handloader who en- 
joys working at the reloading bench 
they offer a jacketed bullet at an ac- 
ceptable price. With greater attention to 
detail, and with practice, the better the 
finished product will be. For a complete 
rundown on ail Corbin products and 
current price list, send $2.00 to D. R.

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The 1976 NRA Show, 
Indianapolis Style

April second found Precision Shoot- 
ing Magazine taking to the air for 
a short voyage to Indianapolis, Indiana 
and the NRA Convention. Since at- 
tending the 1974 gathering in Atlanta, 
Georgia, | have felt that the NRS show 
offers a great place to meet people, 
share ideas and gather information on 
what is new in the world of shooting 
and shooting equipment. From the time 
that Ned Hosey and | stepped into the 
huge Convention Center till we left it 
was just that type of year. | will try to 
share some of the high points with you. 

Centered around a Bicentennial 
theme, the entire affair was interesting 
and informative. The general sessions 
provided a tone which was enthusiastic 
and inspiring. Being in town for only a 
day and a half left a lot of meetings 
unattended but we did obtain a taste of 
the offerings. 

Gary Anderson presented a very in- 
formative session on the role of air gun 
shooting. Preparing his audience with 
lots of slides and sample items he con- 
tinued to give a background on the 
European history of this type shooting; 
continuing on into the role of precision 
airguns today from cellar shooting to 
the international status of these rifles in 
competition. 

Part of his remarks were supportive 
of enlarged airgun activities in this 
country. While the sport is growing 
rapidly on this side of the sea it is not 
nearly as popular as it could be. Gary 
looks for improvements and growth as 
time passes. 

While | was taking in the Hodgdon 
Powder Company ‘“‘PYRODEX”’ demon- 
stration at a local range on Sunday 
morning, Ned tuned in to Major Lones 
Wigger who was speaking on_ in- 
ternational competition, the Olympics 
and American involvement in these ac- 
tivities. Time does not allow a complete 
report on this speech at this time but it 
was well worth listening to. 

Major Wigger pointed out the vast 
differences between the _ total 
dedication and national support of 
foreign countries in the training of 
Olympic class shooters while telling all 
of the degraded emphasis shooting 
receives in America. When a foreign 
country wins a shooting event the 
medal winner becomes a national hero 
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at once. When was the last time that an 


American shooter was afforded that. 


status and his, or her, name became a 
household word? 

Not content to just present this in- 
formation Major Wigger went on to 
spell out ways to improve on our 
situation. From additional national em- 
phasis to financial support he examined 
the possibilities and encouraged the 
audience to support the fine, yet deeply 
individual, efforts of our Olympic style 
shooters as they strive to carry the 
colors for our country. What more per- 
fect time than this, our Bicentennial 
year, to see fit to equip and support our 
international programs as well as other 
nations support their shooting athletes. 

Moving from the meeting rooms to 
the exhibit hall the visitor could sample 
the availability of products from hand- 
gun to hunting with many companies 
having new items on display. 

Of interest to the readers of Precision 
Shooting were the new Lyman LWBR 
scopes with integral adjusting knobs. 
We saw several and it is no 
exaggeration that they are very nice. 
Look for production of this fine glass in 
June of this year. 


Ned Hosey previews the 25X LWBR by 
Lyman at the NRA show. This glass is ex- 
pected to be on the market by June. 


Moving on to other scopes we visited 
Redfield and learned that their 6400 
receiver mounted target scope is now 
available with 1/8 minute adjustments. 
They also carry a complete line of 
silhouette scopes with external knobs. 


Leupold featured the 24X and 16X 
target scopes. The 24X has already 
made a mark on the accuracy game. 
The 16X should add to the equipment of 
the 1,000 yard prone gunner or the 
serious varmint shooter. Externally 
identical to the 24X this glass should 
find a nice market. 

The overall attention that 
makers are paying to the target 
shooters is interesting and most 
welcome in the ranks of those who 
seek the finest accuracy possible.

B-Square exhibited their varied line of 
shooting and gunsmithing tools. Dan 
Bechtel of B-Square reports that the arbor 
press, as advertised in Precision Shooting, 
is selling well. 


Rifles were in evidence at many 
booths with the black powder shooters 
having a field day. The recent revival of 
interest in these arms is having its im- 
pact. The participant in this type of 
shooting has a wide choice of many 
quality rifles and handguns. 

There were few new developments on 
the rifle scene but we can safely look 
for an interesting new development 
from Sturm Ruger along the lines of a 
varmint-target variety based upon their 
excellent M77 action. 

Remington Arms Company has an- 
nounced the chambering of the Varmint 
Special in 308 Winchester. We had oc- 
casion to look one of these over. As 
soon as our sample arrives we will 
report in depth on its possibilities. Hun- 
ter class and Silhouette shooters are 
running rapidly in the direction of this 
fine rifle. 

Winchester reports that their powder 
and bullets are receiving good attention 
by the shooters. There are plans for a 
few additional bullet calibers in the 
future. Also a few mumblings were 
heard about a rifle. Who knows what 
that one may be? | predict that it will be 
interesting when it arrives. 
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Wally Hart presented his line of bench 
related equipment. We stored our gear here. 
The booth attracted many. We often had to 
wait in line to get behind the table for film or 
gear. This type of interest can only spell 
good for our sport. 


Bullets for target and benchrest were 
on display. In addition to Nosler, Sierra, 
Remington, Speer and Winchester, 
Wally Hart displayed the new Hart 
bullets. Ed Shilen is marketing a 
benchrest bullet in production quan- 
tities. The shooter should have no 
trouble in finding satisfactory com- 
ponents. 

Shooting gear and equipment ap- 
peared all around the building. Al 
Freeland stood guard over the display 
for his company. It offered the usual 
line of excellent products. 

The most interesting item of shooting 
gear was the Hawkeye line of coats.

Typical is the basic case for 
the 50 caliber sharps or the Nitro Express 
line of cases. Would you believe that 100,000 
cases of these big blasters would not last 
long on the market? 


High in quality and design they at- 
tracted the attention of many target 
shooters. For a relatively young com- 
pany they are making inroads rapidly. 

As mentioned elsewhere Hodgdon 
Powder Company unveiled its new 
black powder substitute which should 
meet with good success. Hercules was 
on hand and they report that sales of 
Reloder 7 are good. The benchresters 
pleaded for its return and they are 
following up by purchasing it and using 
it. As long as sales are good it will con- 
tinue to be produced. 

In moving around the exhibit hall it 
became apparent that the shooting 
sports are growing. Benchrest target 
shooting was one of the areas which 
revealed more growth than expected in 
the two years since my last visit to an 
NRA show. Everywhere there was talk 
of this sport, exhibits reflected interest 
in it and there were many competititve 
benchresters in attendance. Probably 
equal in number were the serious non-

PYRODEX 
“The Replica Black Powder” 


by R. R. Moorhead and 
The Hodgdon Powder Co. 


April 3 and 4 were the dates of an im- 
portant unveiling which will have much 
effect on the shooters of black powder 
arms. The Hodgdon Powder Company 
was presenting ‘“PYRODEX’ to the 
public for the first time. The location 
was the Marion County range near In- 
dianapolis, Indiana, during the NRA 
show which was being held there. 
PYRODEX was being introduced as a 
substitute for black powder which of- 
fers some difficulties in the areas of 
fouling and particularly in the areas of 
handling and shipping. 

Being rather interested in this | made 
arrangements to be on hand Sunday for 
the demonstration. Having long been 
interested in shooting the old-timers 
but suffering from a super-sensitive 
nose | have avoided getting involved in 
the black powder shooting game. 
PYRODEX was not supposed to smell 
quite as bad. That alone got me in the 
rear seat of Bruce Hodgdon’s car to see 
the stuff. 

As it turned out it did indeed live up 
to the no-stink hope that | carried to the 
range. It also was fun to shoot, easy to 
load, accurate, as seen by the picture 
of Bill Jordan with his target, and sim- 
pler to clean than black powder. | was 
most impressed by it. 

| had hoped to get some indication of 
what the stuff was made of but Dan 
Pawlak informed me that the patent has 
not yet been approved so he could not 
say much. Don’t be surprised to find 
out later that this material is relatively 
simple in composition. | don’t expect 
that it will be a cellar tinkerers chore 
but we will be surprised that it was not 
discovered long ago. Needless to say it 
is welcome and the future should be 
bright as this product enters the 
market. 

The data presented with this article 
represents tests run in advance of the 
demonstration. Actual chronograph 
checks on demonstration day were 
quite close to the published data. 

Hodgdon’s report that this material 
will be available by late May so the long 
wait for a substitute black powder is 
over. 

The following information is direct 
from Hodgdons: 

Pyrodex is a propellant designed for 
use in percussion and black powder 
cartridge arms found by a competent 
gunsmith to be in good shootable con- 
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dition. Pyrodex is not black powder, 
however it does smoke. It is classified 
by the Bureau of Explosives as a flam- 
mable solid and can be shipped by 
most common carriers, including UPS. 
Pyrodex can be sold by all dealers 
selling smokeless powders and does 
not require any additional licenses. It is 
currently available in two grades: “‘RS’”’ 
Rifle and Shotgun and “P”’ Pistol. 
There will also be a cannon grade 
available at a later date. 

Pyrodex is intended to be used on a 
volume to volume basis the same as the 
appropriate granulation of black 
powder and will give approximately the 
same velocity and pressure as black 
when used in this manner. Due to 
greater safety, Pyrodex is slightly hard- 
er to ignite than black, therefore “hot” 
percussion caps should be used for 
best ignition. The ball or projectile must 
be seated firmly on the powder when 
loading. 

Only full charges should be used 
when loading cap and ball revolvers. 
The ball must be seated firmly on the 
powder to achieve proper ignition. It is 
possible, with a reduced charge, that 
the ball cannot be seated deeply 
enough in the cylinder to compress the 
powder thus possibly resulting in a 
hangfire. 

Pyrodex burns cleaner and produces 
less fouling build-up than black pow- 
der. Although fouling is left in the 
barrel, and must be cleaned before the 
gun is stored, the fouling — unlike 
black powder fouling — does not in- 
crease with successive shots, and does 
not affect ease of loading, pressure, or 
velocity after the initial shot. Therefore 
it is not necessary to clean the bore 
between each shot as with black 
powder. In our tests we find that 
Pryodex gives greater accuracy if the 
bore is not cleaned between each shot. 
CAUTION: Do not load new charge 


without inspecting for smoldering 
patch. 
Spit-Ball and Spit-Patch are the 


lubricants designed to be used when 
shooting Pyrodex. Spit-Bath is the 
cleaning solvent we recommend for use 
in cleaning your gun. 

Due to the poor ignition charac- 
teristics of flintlocks, Pyrodex is not 
recommended for use in flintlock arms, 
even with black powder as a flash pan 
charge. 


Bill Jordan, former Border Patrol officer, 
NRA Field Representative and current staf- 
fer for Guns magazine, fired six shots from a 
Ruger Black Powder handgun with the 
resulting target carrying 6 10’s at 25 yards. 
Bill knows what to do with a handgun and 
PYRODEX works well enough for him to do 
it.

Pyrodex is bulkier than black powder 

resulting in 15% to 20% more shots per 
pound than with black. 
Example: If you use 70 Gr. Hodgdon 
Black Powder the same measure set- 
ting would give 56 Gr. Pyrodex, ob- 
taining a ballistically similar load.

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Black powder shooters will be happy with 
the smoke and report of PYRODEX. The 
large cloud of smoke was very much in 
keeping with percussion activity. Gone, 
however, is the stink and fouling of black 
powder.

Seat projectile firmly on powder. Use ‘‘Hot’’ per- 
cussion caps. If data is not shown for your gun, 
then use Pyrodex volume to volume the same as 
black powder and you will get approximately the 
same velocity and pressure as with black. As with 
any propellant, experimentation with loading 
charges may be necessary to obtain optitmum ac- 
curacy.
